Yet they would not let the King 
reſt here, but they perſuade him to 
cloſet all his Judges of Weſtminſter, 
which accordingly he did, and found 
ſome of them according to his wiſh; 
thereſt ſtoutly oppoſed, and was pre- 
ſently diſplaced, and ſome mean 
Lawyers, and mean Perſons, . but Pa- 
piſts, or popiſhly affe&ed, mounted 
up into their ſeats, at the ſeveral 
Courts in Weſtzvinſter Hall.

Peachel, then Vice Chancellcr, was 
ſuſpended, ex bereficio, during the 
King's pleaſure, being then either 
Preſident, or Maſter : Some Clergy 
were alfo preferred to Eiſbopricks, 
iz. Dr. Parker to be | ſhop of Ox- 
ford, Dr. I/Vatſon, Biſhop of Bangor, 
Dr. Cartwrizht, Bithop of Cheſter, by 
the Kings Diſpenſation, not taking 
the Oaths and Teſt. By thefe ex- 
amples you miy plainly perceive, 
tha 
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that the Law was perfedly buried. 
Not omitting the Reverend Henry 
Compton, Lord Biſhop of Loder, 
who was by an arbitrary, and unjuſt 
ſentence, ſuſpended, ex officio, - con- 
trary to the Canon and Civil Law; 
and Dr. Sharp, Dean of Norwich, 
and Vicar of St. Giles's in the Fields, 
was ſilenced from Preaching, with- 
out any form of Law; but indeed 
was willing to obey his Ordizarie,and 
ſo ceaſed pro tempore, 1n his Minifterial 
Function. 

In this Year alſo, the Pope was

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before this time 3 for the Law 1s very

was eſteemed, and called a ſtorm by 
ſome few, yet it was a moſt joyful 
and golden Shower to; moſt People 
of Exeland; and as that day was for- 
merly noted under God's great Mercy 
and' Goodneſs, to deliver us from de- 
ſtruction intended, by that horrid 
Powder Plot : This day now wall 
make England truly ſenſible, that by 
the fame infinite goodneſs, we are 
made free from the {lavery of Pope- 
ry, Arbitrary Government, and ma- 
ny other imminent Judgments, which 
would undoubtedly have fallen upon 
us, 

And now let me te]l you what 
this happy and joyful arrival was, 
and firſt it produced that Magnani- 
mous, Heroick, Noble, Undannted, 
Martial and Vi&orious William Naſſau, 
Prince of Orazge, and Stadtholder of 
Holland, The Forces that landed 
with him were as follow, viz.

This Fleet and Army, through the

upon the Sea, and perhaps the Prince's 
firſt mtention to have landed in ano- 
ther part of the Kingdom, had ſuſtat- 
ned ſome loſs, and was much weart- 
ed and weakned, and many was ſick, 
yet was forced to wade through the 
Water, to ſome conliderable deep- 
neſs, at their Landing. After which 
the Prince was pleaſed to march to 
Exeter, for his head Quarters, the 
whole Army being there, or very 
near it, and it being a large and plen- 
titul City, ſufticient Provifions was 
- made for the Prince, and all-his For- 
ces; the Prince ſtayed there ſome 
Days, expe&ting hourly, with great 
UN» 
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-Impatience ' what Nobility, Gentry 
Gentry and other Forces would re- 
Fort tolim, and join with his Army: 
"after 'fome few days, before his 
: hopes was quite withered, there ap- 


peared in his Royal Preſence, the 
Lord: Colcheſter, the Lord Cornbury, 


:&c. Colonel Gedfrey and others ; 
'and by degrees ſ{everal other Lords 
'and Gentlemen, who carried along 
'with them very good and cffecual 


men, to augment the Army 5 and 
as the Prince advanced, his Army 
increaſed. This news came preſent- 
ly to King Fames from the firſt Jand- 
ing, who was daily and hourly pre- 
ciſely informed - of their leveral 
Movements and Advances toward 


-what places. But the main deſign of 


the Prince was beheved by all 
tor Londen, which fell out accor- 

dingly. 
The King in the junCure of thefe 
affairs was m great amaſement 3 for 
{ome of his Army, nay ſome of his 
Life- 
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Life-Guard had deſerted, and went 
over tothe Prince 3-, yet the King 
truſted to his Army, eſpecially to 
the 1r;ſ, the reſt being Ezgliſh, ſome 
Scotch and ſome few Porch being all 
muſtred together with ſeveral Trains 
of Artillery drawn out of the Tower; 


and in a Martial manner marched} 


away on the Roads towards their 
Enemies: the Prince likewiſe doing 
the fame in hopes to encounter with- 


them after a little marching 3 butm 


his marching, the Prince was pleaſ- 
ed to put forth ſeveral Declarations, 
whereby the end and mtentzons of 
the Prince's coming into Erzeland 
with his Army was fairly and clear- 
ly diſcovered to the people, . and 
with ſuch ſatisfactory reaſons there- 
- jn wſerted, that all on a ſadden the 

people delired his Royal prefence, 
eſpecially in London and Weſtminſter, 
both being placesconventent to turn 
the Tyde of Afﬀairs, if there had been 


apy occaſion. Within ſix days the 


Kings 
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Kings Army was marched to Saliſ- 
bury, the chief Rendezvouz, the 
Princes Army being about 20 or 30 
miles diſtant from them ; and there 
happened betwixt ſeveral of their 
Parties and Forlorn-hopes ſome 
{mall encounters and skirmiſhes, but 


, very few taken'or {lain of either ſide; 


the Kings Army or at leaſt the main 
Body lay (till at and about Sarum ; 
the Princes Army drawing nearer to 
that place, infomuch that the King 
daily expected a Battle 3 but on a 
ſudden the Scene was changed ; for 
a Rumour only coming to the King, 
that the Prince's Army was ready at 
hand to fall upon his, the King 
forthwith without calling a Councll 
of War, or any other conſideration, 
left them in great haſt and diſorder, 
and returned to London : the Army 
being thus deſerted by the King; 
whether for want of a good Caule, 
for the love they bore to the Pro- 


teſtant Religion, or their good will 
and 


and opinion for the Prince of Orange, 
Beſides, an Ordergivento the Earl of 
Feverſham for their Disbanding, the 
creat expected Battcl was,ended be 
fore it begun, the Kings Army lying 
away, or at the bett ealtly retreat- 
ing, when no enemy purſucyl after 
them 3 it ſeemeth they had: read or 
at leaſt heard of Mr. Hobbs's ſe!/-pre- 
ſervation. 

This ſuppoſed terrible Army being 
removed, leaying the Roads very 
clear and- quict, for the Princes 
Horſe to march at their leiſure, and 
cpme for Loxdon, which by eafie 
Marches in few days was accompli- 

1d, tothe great joy and rejoying 
of England. But belore his Highnels 
would arrive at Vh;te-hall, to pre- 
vent diſorders by tumults or othecr- 
ways, which might have been raiſcd 
by theRomaniſts and other dilaticcted 
perfons reluling, and buſying them- 
{elves.in and about Lender and VVeſt- 
minſter,he was pleafed to ſend three ar 
more 
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more Lords to the King, that he 
would be pleaſed to withdraw his 
perſon, and his Guards to Windſor, 
or any other place, where his Maje- 
fty ſhould make choice of. And 
withall upon the word of a Prince 
his Majeſty ſhould be ſecured/from 
all fear ' and danger. This meſ- 
fage came to the King about 11. or 
12. a Clock in the Night, whith 
being delivered, the King preſently 
prepared himſclt, and withdrew into 
Kent, with a party of his' Guards to 
Rocheſter. This was his firſt leaving 
IWhite-hall, December Toth, and go- 
ing to Feverſham in Kent, was re- 
taken and brought back to Lowdor 
in great ftate, and rejoycing by his
